COMMENTS .. . 


STATE TAX 


In the future, the State Tax (amounting to $2,836.79 for the 
Town of Canaan in 1951) will be assessed at usual, but instead 
of turning it over to the State, it will be retained by the Town 
to be used for Municipal purposes. In other words this amount 
will be applied against the Town’s appropriation, thus reducing 
the tax rate by approximately 8% mills this year. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The architects, Bunker & Savage, brought legal action against 
the Town of Canaan for school plans and blueprints which were 
not used. A $600.00 settlement was finally reached. Of this 
$600.00, the State of Maine (Department of Education) agreed 
to pay one-half, leaving the Town’s share of $300.00. This was 
paid out of the Town’s Surplus, there being no point in having 
the School District add it to their warrant and raise it by 
taxation, thus increasing the tax rate. 


HIGH SCHOOL BUS 


Due to a change in the State laws the costs of registration 
and insurance rates were substantially increased. At a special 
town meeting it was decided that the Town would pay this 
difference. It amounted to $75.00 and was paid out of the 
Town’s Surplus. 


SCHOOL HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


School Lunch Program opened October 8, 1951, with 124 
lunches served the first day. 


We entered the lunch room this year with a certain percep- : 
tion of the job which we sorely lacked the previous year. 


Mrs. Lillian Goodridge was hired as steady helper with Mrs. 
Alice Drost coming in at the rush hour. These women have 
done their jobs well and much credit goes to them. 

Some very useful surplus commodities have been allocated 
to our program, such as, fresh apples, canned apples, concen- 
trated orange juice and dry skim milk. 


We have had a successful program, providing an average of 
115 daily lunches. 


-) 


A full holiday meal was served to every child at school both 
at Thanksgiving and at Christmas time. 


The following is a rough estimate of how each twenty cents 
is put to work to give your child his lunch. Six cents goes for 
protein and milk, two and one-half cents for vegetable, two 
cents for potato, two cents for bread, one and one-half cents 
for butter, one and one-half cents for dessert, two and one- 
half cents for wages, one cent for fuel, one cent for napkins, 
soap, etc. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my thanks 
to the superintendent, and the teachers for their co-operation, 
also the parents who donated vegetables, and anyone who has 
in any way helped to promote our school lunch.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE REPORT .. . 


Annual Report for Canaan 
January 1 to December 31, 1951 
Division of Public Health Nursing 


A healthy start in life is a good foundation for maturity. 
Therefore home visits have been made to expectant mothers, 
infants and preschool children to give health supervision and 
guidance throughout the year. 


The Extension Service sponsored the Child Health Confer- 
ences during the summer. In addition to at least one complete 
physical examination for each child attending, seven children 
were immunized against whooping cough, diphtheria and teta- 
nus and five smallpox vaccinations were given. 


In the school immunization program, completed in February, 
75 were immunized against diphtheria and tetanus, 48 were 
immunized against whooping cough and 63 smallpox vaccinations 
were given. Audiometer hearing tests were given at the school 
in September. Approximately 9% showed some degree of hear- 
ing loss. Visits have also been made to the school to discuss 
health problems with the teachers. As the nurse acts as the 
connecting link between the home and the school, she is avaii- 
able for home visits to school children with special problems. 


Orthopedic, Pediatric and Mental Hygiene clinics conducted by 
the State Department of Health and Welfare have been attended 
by children in your town. Cardiac and Hard of Hearing clinics 
have also been available. Regional x-ray clinics were attended 
by persons in need of this service. The services of the State 
Sanatorium were available to those referred for diagnosis, x-ray 
or medical care. 


Community organization and public participation are impor- 
tant factors in promoting health practices. A Health Council, 
which would combine all the resources of your town, would pro- 
mote better health conditions.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools . . . 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


Two changes have occurred in the teaching personnel in the 
past year. Mr. Clyde Williams, a graduate of Farmington State 
Teachers College, succeeded Mr. Hubert Ross who resigned at 
the close of the school year. Mr. Williams, a teacher of some 
experience, is executing his duties as principal of the school with 
competence and efficiency. Mrs. Abbie Gerald replaced Mrs. 
Margery Campbell as teacher of the fifth and sixth grades. Mrs. 
Campbell was forced to discontinue teaching last spring because 
of illness, and Mrs. Mary Davis served in the capacity of sub- 
stitute for the remainder of the school year. 


The new school building is seemingly an ever ending joy to 
the pupils and teachers. Certainly the contrast with the brick 
school is very vivid in the minds of those who occupied the old 
building. To a large degree the emotional tone of a school is 
determined by the environment. This is apparent in the pride 
shown in the new building with respect to its care, and particu- 
larly evident in the definite improvement in the general morale 
of the school. High morale on the part of both teachers and 
pupils is the foundation of a good school program. All the 
teachers are carrying on their work with enthusiasm and a spirit 
of cooperation which is gratifying. 


Mr. and Mrs. Frank Drost, in the performance of their janitori- 
al duties, are doing a splendid job in keeping the schoolhouse 
clean and comfortable. This is no easy task, especially during 
rainy weather, because of the excessive mud tracked into the 
building. When the mud dries and is tracked over the floors, it 
soon grinds off the floor wax. The major part of the grit could 
be kept out of the building if the surrounding grounds were 
adequately covered with medium fine gravel. 


The school has, through fund-raising projects, acquired a 
substantial sum of money for the purpose of ultimately purchas- 
ing much needed playground equipment. At present the school 
has no apparatus of this type whatsoever. Baseball in the spring 
is the only form of organized play offered in which a compara- 
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tively small number of the pupils participate. The lower grades 
should be provided with swings, teeters, etc., while the upper 
grades should have access to playground equipment suitable for 
their ages. Thus a planned program for supervised play could 
be instituted which would extend an opportunity for organized 
physical activity to the entire school, boys and girls alike. Play 
is a strong factor in the growth and development of a child. It 
has a physical value in that during play a child uses nearly all 
muscles of his body which consequently are made firmer and 
stronger; it has a mental value in that it causes a child’s mind 
to become more alert and to react quickly; it has a social value 
in that the child learns cooperation, unselfishness, self-control, 
and fair-play; and it has a moral value in that the child’s mind 
is directed into healthy channels of thought and behavior. Through 
properly directed play the child gains some of his most valuable 
lessons in life, because play activities of the child merge gradual- 
ly into work activities of the man. 


The lunch program, under the able direction of Mrs. Crystal 
Williams, is rapidly becoming an important and essential part 
of the school program. An ample, nourishing meal provided at 
noon helps maintain good health and energy so necessary to the 
growing child. It is hoped that the town will continue to aid in 
the support of this very worthwhile program by appropriating 
the funds recommended for this purpose at the annual town 
meeting. 


Although the basic textbooks and essential supplies have been 
furnished as usual, the middle and upper grades lack an adequate 
number of supplementary books and library materials. These 
grades have very“few maps and those in use are not graded and 
up-to-date. The social studies program which includes geography 
and history should be revised, and a coordinated series of geog- 
graphy and history texts with related maps provided. As rapidly 
as available resources permit a revision of the social studies 
program will be initiated. 


The need for a duplicating machine in the school had been 
recognized for some time. During the year a Rex-O-Graph was 
purchased. By the use of this machine which is easily operated, 
seat work, illustrative material, programs, etc., can be produced 
in quantity with dispatch and efficiency. 


At the last annual town meeting the sum of $200 was appro- 
priated for repairs. From this amount $126.50 was expended for 
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-ten new pupil desks which has been delivered subsequent to the 
closing of the books in 1951. At the beginning of the present 
school year, it was necessary to purchase six additional new 
desks, thereby causing an overdraft in the repair account. It was 
felt that this expenditure was justified by the urgent need. 


A law, termed the General Purpose Education Aid, was enact- 
ed in the 1951 legislature which introduces a new method of dis- 
tributing state aid to municipalities for educational purposes. 
The percentage of state subsidy to the towns is now based on 
the ratio of the number of resident pupils in school to the state 
valuation of the town. Under this act the sums appropriated for 
the salary of the superintendent of schools, school committee, 
attendance officer, cost of insurance, medical inspection, and 
school lunch will be considered operational expenditures. Pre- 
viously these items were under special accounts, not considered 
as school maintenance, and not subsidized by the state. The 
state subsidy to Canaan in December 1952 will be 55% of the 
total operational expenditures for educational purposes as based 
on the 1949-50 school financial report to the state. 


The school committee has given the proposed budget careful 
study and has recommended that the sum of $12,857. be appro- 
priated for all school purposes. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to 
the members of the school committee for their faithful service 
to the schools, and to the teachers and citizens for their whole- 
hearted cooperation.

Audit analysis was on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year, and included all procedures 
which were considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained 
within the scope of the examination, the financial transactions 
of the Town appear to have been appropriately handled, with 
such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the 
result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are believed 
to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF CANAAN 
February 16, 1950 to February 15, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Canaan for the municipal year ended February 15, 1951. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town 
Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestions 
appear worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 


The Tax Collector should make deposits with the 
Treasurer in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
81, Section 105 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which 
reads in part: “Every Collector of taxes shall, on the 
last day of each month, pay to the Treasurer of the 
Town all money collected by him... ” 


The Treasurer should refrain from cashing checks for 
other than Town business. 


Transfers between accounts should ,be recorded by 
journal entries rather than the use of checks for this 
purpose. 


An appropriate article should be inserted in the annual 
Town warrant regarding the acceptance of trust funds. 
This is in accordance with Chapter 80, Section 105 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations showed that available funds exceeded ex- 
penditures by $942.50. However, overdrafts were noted in various 
appropriation accounts, more particularly in the highways and 
bridges and unclassified accounts totaling $769.60 and $603.86 
respectively. Unexpended and overdraft balances are summarized 
as follows: 
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Unexpended balances .................. $ 2,449.31 
Overdratisgs 2165 %5ic\.14 ae _ 1,506.81 
Net unexpended balances .......... $ 942.50 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by Statute excepting in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$5,567.72 or a net reduction of $3,472.60 as compared with the 
preceding year. The decrease was occasioned by the authorized 
transfers of $2,000.00 for the new fire house and $2,000.00 for a 
new truck, the establishment of a reserve for losses on accounts 
receivable and a tax lien adjustment less the excess of available 
funds over expenditures of $942.50. 


The examination also included verification of accounts receiv- 
able and tax lien accounts. 


No insurance policies were available for review and listing. 
Corporate surety bonds were on file for the following officials:

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Public Health Nurse Report .. . 


Annual Report for Canaan 
January 1 to December 31, 1952 
Division of Public Health Nursing 


There is still a question in many communities as to the role 
of the public health nurse. The public health nurse cannot and 
does not wish to take the place of the family physician. She 
does not diagnose nor prescribe. She does not take children from 
their homes nor place them in other homes. 


The purpose of her visits is to encourage good health practices 
through health supervision and guidance. She visits the schools 
to help the teachers with their health problems, and acts as a 
liaison between the home and the school. 


An interested group in town sponsored three Child Health 
Conferences during the summer months. There was a total 
attendance of 41 which averages well with previous years. Nine 
children completed their immunizations and three were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 


Orthopedic, Pediatric and Cardiac clinics, conducted by the 
State Department of Health and Welfare were attended by chil- 
dren,in your town. Hard of Hearing, Speech, and Mental Hy- 
giene clinics have also been available. Regional x-ray clinics 
and the services of the State Sanatorium were available to 
those referred for diagnosis, x-ray or medical care. 


Your nurse wishes to thank all those who have helped to 
promote health services.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools . . . 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


From the standpoint of teacher turnover it is gratifying and 
encouraging to report that Canaan has retained its splendid 
staff of teachers intact. Due to the continued shortage of teach- 
ers, several towns in the state did not reopen their school on 
schedule last fall failing to obtain certified teachers to fill va- 
cancies. Some towns were compelled to either double the teach- 
ing loads or employ permit teachers with limited qualifications 
in order to reopen. The State Department of Education issues 
teaching permits only when it has proved impossible to secure 
certified teachers. Consequently, when this situation exists the 
town is penalized in as much as the state does not pay full 
subsidy on permit teachers. In the light of these facts, Canaan 
has been fortunate in retaining an efficient school personnel. 


There is every indication that the demand for teachers will 
far exceed the supply for some time to come, particularly on 
the elementary level. The Maine Teachers’ Association has 
made a study of the salaries paid teachers in Maine as com- 
pared to those in other states. The study discloses that Maine 
ranks 389th on the list, of the forty-eight states; the remaining 
states having a low salary range being thé far southern states 
with a large negro population. In order to induce a greater 
number of our able young people to enter teacher training in- 
stitutions, and to retain more of our highly qualified teachers 
in the state, the Maine Teachers’ Association has introduced 
a bill in this session of the legislature which would increase 
the minimum salaries of teachers based on training and ex- 
_ perience. This bill provides for a substantial increase over the 
minimum salary law currenty in force. 


A large number of the textbooks used in the middle and upper 
grades were outmoded and in poor condition needing replace- 
ment. New arithmetic texts were purchased for grades from 
five to eight inclusive, new grammar texts for the seventh and 
eighth grades, and spellers for grades three, four, and seven. 
It is hoped that the social studies program may be improved 
next year by providing suitable texts and materials. It would 
be advisable to purchase a strip film projector for the school. 
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This is a small machine that could be used advantageously on 
all grade levels by the teachers. Their programs could be made 
more meaningful to the pupils by the use of visual aids. 


The school was furnished with a science kit to be used in the 
upper grades. This is a compact unit utilized by the teacher in 
demonstrating simple experiments in chemistry and physics. 
Such equipment enriches the science program in a school where 
there are no laboratory facilities. 


Disinfectant distributors have been installed in the toilets and 
urinals. The disinfectant kills harmful bacteria and eliminates 
unpleasant odors. The machines are serviced periodically by a 
representative from the company. A modess vendor was pur-. 
chased for the convenience of the girls. 


The school has purchased swings and teeters for the pupils 
with money realized from various fund-raising projects. This 
equipment will be installed in the spring when the ground be- 
comes free of frost. It is hoped that playground equipment 
which will be adaptable to older children may be purchased 
later if funds permit. The value derived from a playground 
properly equipped and supervised can not be over emphasized. 


The school is at present using the flagpole which is on the 
ball diamond. However, this is some distance from the school- 
house and it would be much more appropriate for the school to 
have its own flagpole in front of the building. 


The school lunch continues to serve a definite need in the 
community. Under the management of Mrs. Crystal Williams 
this intregal part of the school program is being executed with 
efficiency. The support of the town and the interest manifested 
by the parents have been appreciated. 

The school committee has carefully considered each item in 
the budget for the ensuing fiscal year and has recommended 
that the sum of $14,197 be appropriated for school maintenance; 
$450 for school lunch; and $200 for repairs, making a total of 
$14,847 for all school purposes. 

In closing I wish to acknowledge the ready cooperation of 
the members of the school committee at all times. The fine 
support of the teachers, parents, and citizens generally has 
contributed greatly to the success attained in the school.

TOWN OF CANAAN 
February 16, 1951 to February 15, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Canaan has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 15, 1952. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Excise Tax 
Collector and Town Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sugges- 
tions appear worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 


The Tax Collector should deposit all collections in full 
with the Treasurer on the last day of each month in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 81, Section 105 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944. Also, interest on delin- 
quent tax payments should be collected in accordance 
with the vote of the townspeople. 


The Excise Tax Collector should maintain Tax Collect- 
ors’ cash sheets and deposit all collections with the 
Treasurer at the end of each month. 


A review of the valuation records indicate the desira- 
bility of strengthening the descriptions of property. 


The provisions of Chapter 80, Section 103 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, as pertains to the acceptance of 
trust funds, should be followed. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of 
.the year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded avail- 
able funds by $1,561.19. Overdrafts were noted in various appro- 
priation accounts, more particularly in highways and bridges 
account, totaling $1,134.61. Overdraft and unexpended balances 
are summarized as follows:

A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, (Ex- 
hibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues increased 
over the previous year by $232.06. Expenditures for the same 
period increased by $308.96. The factors contributing to these 
differences are summarized as follows:

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE REPORT ... 


TOWN REPORT for CANAAN 
January 1 to December 31, 1953 
DIVISION of PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


During the past year your public health nurse has made reg- 
ular visits to your town. The purpose of her visits is to en- 
courage good health practices through home and school visits, 
and to aid in the prevention of disease. 


The spread of communicable disease is still a major problem. 
This problem could be lessened if all parents observed the 
following rules. Know your health officer. Report to him any 
suspicion of communicable disease in your home. Know your 
health laws. Cooperate with your physician and health officer 
in the enforcement of these laws. 


The Extension Service sponsored three Child Health .Con- 
ferences during the summer months. There was a total attend- 
ance of 59. Immunizations included 5 smallpox vaccinations 
and 19 whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus immunizations. 
The attendance showed a marked improvement over previous 
years. An active Health Council in your community could 
develop interest in other health programs. 


Audiometer hearing tests were given in the school to 69 
pupils. Findings showed only a few hearing defects. 


The Orthopedic, Pediatric, Speech and Mental Hygiene Clin- 
ics sponsored by the State Department of Health and Welfare 
were available to children in your town when requested by the 
family physician. Regional X-ray Clinics and the services of 
the State Sanatorium were available to those referred for diag- 
nosis, X-ray or medical care. 


Your nurse wishes to thank all who have helped to promote 
health services.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools . . . 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of 
the public schools of Canaan. 


At the opening of school last September only one change had 
occurred in the teaching staff. Upon the resignation of Mr. 
Clyde Williams as principal and teacher of the seventh and 
eighth grades, Mr. Keith Selwood was employed to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Selwood’s background and training well qualifies 
him for the position, and he is executing his duties with com- 
petence. During the past year two of the members of the facul- 
ty have furthered their education through in-service training. 
This shows an indication on the part of the teachers to keep 
abreast of modern trends in their profession. Not only the 
teachers, but the pupils likewise benefit from current teacher 
training, inasmuch as the results of such training are reflected 
in the classroom in added teacher efficiency and effective teach- 
ing-learning situations. 


In keeping with our policy to replace worn and obsolete text- 
books in so far as possible each year, the following texts were 
purchased: spellers for the fifth and sixth grades, arithmetics 
for the third grade, and social studies texts for the seventh 
grade. These social studies books are a new series which com- 
bine geography and history. They are very colorful texts which 
present the factual matter in a stimulating and meaningful 
manner. United States and World Outline maps were provided 
as a necessary accessory to the social studies program. 


In addition to the basic texts, essential supplementary books 
and encyclopedic material were purchased for the school as 
follows: American Landmark, Lands and People, a set of thirty 
desirable story books, a Hammond Nature Atlas, a set of World 
Book Encyclopedias, Lincoln Library of Information, and the 
Maine Register. A globe and wall maps have been ordered for 
the third and fourth grade room. 


Love and respect for our country are manifested in many 
ways in our schools. A very important factor in this connection 
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is the provision of suitable means of displaying our flag public- 
ly. Mention was made in a previous report of displaying the 
flag nearer the school building; the present flagpole being some 
distance away on the ball diamond. An all steel flagpole, thirty 
feet in length, has been purchased. As soon as ground conditions 
allow, the flagpole will be erected in front of the schoolhouse. 


A basketball goal was constructed for use on the playground. 
This type of outdoor equipment is very popular with both 
boys and girls alike. 


Occasionally a child becomes suddenly ill, or has an accident 
at school and must be made as comfortable as possible while 
waiting to be taken home. A light folding cot which can be set 
up at the discretion of the teacher has been provided for such 
an emergency. 


The school lunch continues to function under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. Crystal Williams. The value of this part of the 
school program is clearly demonstrated in the benefits the 
children derive from a hot, nutritional meal at noontime. It is 
recommended that the town, as in the past, assist the program 
financially in the payment of a helper’s salary, and the purchase 
of gas for cooking. An article has been inserted in the warrant 
to this effect. 


Your school committee has examined each item in the pro- 
posed budget carefully, and has recommended that the sum of 
$13,548 be appropriated for all school purposes. 


At the 1953 session of the legislature a salary law which in- 
creases the minimum pay for teachers was enacted to become 
effective July 1, 1954. The law provides that teachers will be 
increased in accordance with their training and experience. 
The state salary law, as it affects the current slate of Canaan 
teachers, specifies that certified teachers with less than three 
years training, and at least three years teaching experience, 
must be paid a minimum salary of $1,900. This has been taken 
into consideration in the budget. 


Although the estimated expenditures in the Maintenance 
Account show an increase over the amount expended last year, 
the recommended appropriation is substantially less than that 
of last year due to the 1953-54 balance. There were not so 
many high school tuition pupils as was anticipated, which 
accounts mainly for the large kalance in school maintenance. 
With the existing high tuition rates, a few pupils more or less 
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than estimated obviously results either in a sizable balance or 
an overdraft. The anticipated number of tuition pupils is based 
on the number already enrolled in the first three years of high 
school plus the pupils who will graduate from the eighth grade. 
This is the only sound method upon which to base tuition 
expenditures. 


In closing I should like to thank all school personnel for their 
faithful service, and the citizens who have in any way cooper- 
ated in the best interests of the school. I particularly wish to 
acknowledge with appreciation the work of the members of the 
school committee whose time and efforts have been given so 

willingly to the promotion of a school program which meets 
- the needs of the youth of the community.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Statutes of 
1944, and at your request, the records of the Town of Canaan 
have been audited for the fiscal year ended February 16, 1953. 


The examination was made by Auditor C. G. Hawes in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted auditing standards that per- 
tain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year and included all pro- 
cedures which were considered necessary. Insofar as could be 
ascertained within the scope of the examination, the financial 
transactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accom- 
panying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which are be- 
lieved to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN of CANAAN 
February 16, 1952 to February 16, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Canaan has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 16, 1953. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax Collector, Excise 
Tax Collector and Treasurer. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations revealed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $1,009.62. However, overdrafts were 
noted in various appropriation accounts, (Exhibit D). Unex- 
pended and overdraft balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances ................ $ 2,236.58

The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS and EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of a comparative statement of available funds 
and expenditures disclosed that for the 1952 municipal year 
available funds decreased by $3,275.20, as compared with those 
of the preceding year. Expenditures for the same period 
decreased by $5,846.01. The expediture decrease was due prin- 
_ cipally to the elimination of the state tax payment and the re- 
duction in state, charity cases and highway projects as indicated 
in the following summary:

The decrease in available funds resulted principally in State 
of Maine accounts due to the reduction of reimbursable ex- 
penditures in connection with charity and road accounts. 


RESERVES and SURPLUS 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it was. 
determined that the unexpended balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year totaled $2,034.30, (Exhibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$5,533.31 or an increase of $997.56 as compared with the preced- 
ing year. This change was occasioned principally by the excess 
of available funds over expenditures. 


Trust Funds 


From the examination of trust fund transactions it was ascer- 
tained that earnings of the various funds amounted to $403.07 
for the year. Expenditures for the same period totaled $248.70. 
Principals of $12,710.00 and unexpended income of $1,705.81 
were represented by time deposits of $11,205.81, U. S. Govern- 
ment Bonds of $3,000.00 and Bangor and Aroostook Railroad 
stock of $210.00. 


General . 


From the examination of the records of the town clerk, it 
was ascertained that authority was granted to transfer the ex- 
cise taxes to the roads and bridges account. 


The accounting system of the town can be strengthened by 
the use of tax collection cash sheets, and the depositing of all 
collections with the treasurer at the end of each month. Trans- 
fers between accounts should be recorded by journal entries 
rather than to clear through the treasurer’s cash account. 


It was noted that the accounts receivable item of $375.00, due 
from the State of Maine, represents the cost of work performed 
in the 1951/52 municipal year on bridge repair—special resolve. 
This account is reimbursable when proper forms are filed with 
the State Highway Commission. 


Scope of Audit 
Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
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of cash and other matters of financial concern. Available 
funds and expenditures were examined by methods and to the 
extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification were utilized 
to determine the correctness of tax and tax lien accounts. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed and the time deposits, govern- 
ment bonds and preferred stock representing the investments of 
the funds were examined. Excise tax collections were verified 
by examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the col- 
lector. Insurance and bond coverages were reviewed and listed. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 16, 1953, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.
